fraying to the Mo/y pppirit 

How often do you pray to the Holy Spirit? Most of us were 
probably not taught to pray for the Spirit's help in daily life, the way 
that we learned to pray to Jesus and God the Father. Sometimes the 
Holy Spirit does not receive enough attention in prayer. 

The Easter season is a distinct time to pray for the gift of the Holy 
Spirit. The time between the Ascension of the Lord and Pentecost 
(next Sunday) are special days for this prayer. This tradition is the 
most ancient "novena/' the Latin term for nine days of prayer. It 
recalls the apostles in the upper room at Jerusalem, who joined in 
prayer together with some women, including Mary the mother of 
Jesus (cf. Acts 1:13-14). 

There is no official formulation of prayers prescribed by the Church 
for a novena to the Holy Spirit. However, the prayers given below are 
some models to assist you. 

As the school year comes to an end, you might pray a novena for the 
graduates or for a safe summer for all young people. Pray for your family or 
those who are sick. May your hearts be renewed in the consolation of the 
Holy Spirit.
